#48, I thall ftace rhe Thing I objeét again 
as it is now putin Pra€tice in Scotland 
upon the Oceafion of the Epi/copa} Minifters 
and Heretors being cited and fummon’d, as 
Occation requires, before the refpedtive 
Judicatories of the Church ‘of Scotland. 
When a Perfon in thefe Circumftances is 
cited ¢oappéar, whether it be before the 
Kirk-Sefhan, Presbytery, Or Synod, he 
gives or fends in what they call a Declina- 
ture, and, which in England we would call 
4 Defiance of their Authority; tells them, 
their Power is not competent, that they 
are none of hijs Judges, and. that therefore 
he refufes togn{wer to fuch Thitgs as they 
jay to hiv-Charge, and concludes in the 
firft Perfon in ithefe Words; ‘and therefore 1 
appeal from You to the Queen and Britifh Par- 
Jismens, 

Thenyas if this was fufficient to Rop their 
Mouths, and tye their Hands, they go on 
‘vith their Iavafions, Intrufions, and Innoe 
vations, ag jf the Words, J appeal from You, 
Sc, were fufficient to put a tull Step to all 
the Methods of Juftice, and Proceedings ia 
any of the Ecclefiaiick Courts whatfom- 
ever, tho’ at the fame time no fuch Appeal 
is, or, J think, can be receiv'd or Icdg’d in 
the Houle of Peers: This has been exa&ly 
the Cafe of Mr. Skinner of Breckim, Zeder- 
wig of Aberdeen, and others, who ride up- 
on the Back of the Church Judicatories, 
think they lafh them with this V’hip, and 
in Spight of their Power keep Potlefhion by 
Force, apd jnfult both them and the Laws 
of Scotlands the one maintaining his Jn- 
rution Inco a Parifh-Church, Manfe, Glebe, 
Stipend, ec. tho’ depus’d by the Synod ; 
and the other the Common prayer, with 
Organs, never before known in Scosiand, in 
the Chapel of the Colledge of Aberdeen. 
Now, co defie Courts of Juftice, to de- 
cline Powers eftablifh’d by Parliament, to 
kerp ‘wronglul Poffeffion of other Mens 
Rights, and ere& a Worihip unknown in. 
the Country, two’ they are in themfelves 
unaccountable, yet I fhall cake no Notice of 
them here; bur to do all this, and yet 
appeal to the Parliament, by whom thefe 
Courts are eftablifh’d, and the Queen, by 
whom that Eftablifhment is fupported, is 


the greateft Piece of Affurance, to fay mo 
worje of it, that can be fhown in our Age. 
__And Firft, to fpeak of the Courts from 
whence they appeal; it is evident, they 
are al eftablifh’d by Parliament. For Ex- 
ample, in the sth A& of the 1# Parliament 
of William and Mary, it isEnatted, “ That 
‘* the Government of che Church, by Kitk- 
“ Seffian, Presbyteries, and Afjemblies, be 
6* and ia rherebyefablifh’d to be the ONLY 
“ Lawful Government of the Chorch in all 
¢ Times coming, acd declaring tbe Church 
‘* Government to bec (tablith’d in the Hands 
** of the Presbyterian Miniliers, reftor’d by 
‘¢ the ad Aét of the fame Parlianient ; and 
“ by them; and uch Miniffers or Elder; 
‘* ONLY, as they had then admitted or 
. receiv’d, caipoes ot admit or 
‘ receive, Ratifying and Eftablifbing the 
“ 114th AE of fi ice he 6. 
“ Auno 1592. Entitled, The Ratification of 
“ she Liberty of the true Kirk, and confirme 
“¢ ing the Sentences, whether of Sufpenfion 
*€ or Depofition, which fhall be pronounc’d 
“ by the faid Judicatories.” Thus it ia 
evidenr, the prefent Judicatories of the 
Church of Scotdand are eftablifh’d by Par- 
liament 5 and therefore to decline or deny 
their Authority, is to to deny the Authority 
of that Parliament which conftitured chem. 
If they had appeal’d from the Proceedings 
of any of thefe Judicatories, as inconfiftent 
with their own Aathority, or againft the 
Sentence of the faid Judicatories, as Exors 
bitant or Illegal, the Cafe bad differ’d, and 
of that Kind of Appealing 1 thal fpeak by 
it felf; But to appeal from the Jurifdi@ion, 
is to appeal from the Jupidiion of Parlia- 
ment, by whom they were eftablifh’d 5 and 
to call this Appealing, is to talk Nonfence, 
fince it is but Appealing from Parliament to 

Parliament. ; 
As for the Pretence, that the Judicato- 
ries of the Church are not Judges compe- 
tent over the Epifco 43} Minifters, this ia 
alfodire@ly againft the grb A&t of the Firf 
Parliament of Wiliam and Mary, Entitled, 
A® Ratifying the Confeffion of Faith, Se. 
by which it is exprefly declar’d otherwife; 
‘ And further it is hereby provided, That 
‘¢ whatfoever Minifter being conven’d be- 
“* fore the faid General Meeting and Re- 
‘ prefentatives. 


« prefentatives of the Presbyterian Miai- 
Be 8 ets and Elders,'or the Vifitors to be 
appointed by them, thali either prove 
 « contumacious in not appearing, or be 
found guilty, and thal be therefore cen- 
‘6. fur’d, whether by Sofpention or Depofi- 
tion, they fhall be ah fa%o fufpended
